Hon. HUMPHREY MARSHALL. 

Substance of the remarks of Hon. Humphrey 
Marshall, on ths tominy of the UOl/i, when 
called for by the SerenadeT$. 
Gentlkmii: t am not in the habit of receiv 
ing calls Irom Democratic misses; but, it would 
be an aflVclati n to conceal mv knowledge that 1 
am indebted for the honor ol this visit to your 
desire to he ir, from mv own litis, a confirmation 
of the rumor that I will support Breckinridge and 
Line at the next Presidential election. 

I cheerfully render my own testimony to the 
truth of that statement: [ vpplause] 

It misht have been more prudent to defer this 
declaration until alter u free conference with 
those friends in Kentucky with whom 1 have here 
tofore acted, and by whom my past Cireer has 
been NO generously sustained. Others may watch 
the direction ol the popular current, »hu wish to 
swim on its tide to a haven of success; my ambi- 
tion is not for place or preferment ; it rises no' 
higher than to the simple perlorm nice of duty, 
and I leave consequences to take care of them- 
selves. I have no hesitation as to the position it 
becomes me, at this crisis, to assume: and I ah"Uld 
be cream to my own sense ot the obligation a 
free citizen owes to his country, were I not, when 
called 11,1011, to advance to the occupancy of that 
po itioti with the firmness D I ulaerity which im- 
port a union of my conscience and my action 
upon the line of conduct I mean to pursue. 

Gentlem-n, I am familiar with the points upon 
which the Democrats hare failed to scree. They 
involve principles which I have frequently discuss- 
ed, in Congress and out of it — on the stump, at 
home, and elsewhere. I am not now taking a, stand 
lor the first lime upon those p inciples. I m ide, 
in le'5fi, a somewhat celebrated declaration, that, 
between James Buchanan, il he»erethe expon 
ent of squ.itter sovereignty, and J. C. Fremont, 
ns the exponent of the doctrine of the Wilmol 
Proviso, 1 would not to-snpa copper for choice. 
I was then discussing the Cincinnati plailorm be 
lore the people, and I then saw the ambiguity 
which made it J anus faced — presenting one view 
to the North and at o' her to the South. South 
ern Democrats did not believe tne. They de- 
nounced ist -nspicion as the effect of partisan 
rancor. I told them then that Mr. Douglas did 
not eutertaiu the same view of the plailorm they 
did. and that, one day or another, they would find 
all the evils which could flow from such a persis- 
tence in maintaining party lines at the expense of 
important principles, would "come home to rnOst." 
I must be permitted to say I di.l not anticipate 
the rupture which occurred at Charleston, and 
w,.scons nmaied at Baltimore. It may sever 
the ties which boon i the Democratic party to 
gether, North and So th, but it is a bora ige to 
principle It exhibits the Democrats who have 
nominated John C. Breckinridge as at last awa- 
kening to the facts which 1 have stated to them 
• thousand times, and as ready to prefer sound 
principles to unsound party associations. 

I render them the tribute of my respect for the 
choice they have made, and I think their country 
will do the same. 

Fell w citizens, the rupture of the Democratic 
party has taken place essenliallv on the same 
ground upon which the Whig party went to pieces, 
and which afterwards rent the American party in 
twain. The same cau^e severed the relations ol 
the church, North and South. It is not astonish 
ing that under its force, though last of all, the 
tower of Democracy has fallen. It is evidence, 
which a considerate people will regard, that litre 
is a wide difference of principle — ol cardinal, vi- 
tal principle — that no force of party attraction 
can withstand, and which demands a settlement, 
final and satisfactory. 



I shall never believe, until the fact is placed 1 
bevond dispute, by a count of oui votes, that the 
peopU of the slave-holding States will be willing 
to write their own voluntary relinquishment of 
their constitutional rights, or present i heinselves, 
all naked and yoked, belore the Black Kepubli- I 
can duels, asking to pass **lhe Caudine Forks. M 
No, gentlemen, no; the people ot uiy section 
know their rights, and they will maintain them. 
Toe? have asked lor nothing more than mere 
pi.. in rights, and, my word tor it, they will be con- 
tented with nothing le-s. At any rate, they will 
never come up, voluntarily, to be shorn of privi- 
leges w hich belong to them as equals in this com- 
mon partnership, or throw these away by a tnani- 
tealati'iit of indifference to the result when their 
rights are flatly challenged If they do, how 
will the history of such a result re d? Thus: It 
being charged by Mr. Douglas that the slave- I 
holder Irom Kentucky can only hold his property 
in the common Territory of the United St iles by 
permission ot those who first enter the Territory 
and institute order under a Territorial Govern 
ment established by Congress, this question was ] 
referred to Kentucky herself, Bi eckinridge being 
the advocate before that people of their right to j 
equality for persons and property in the Ter- 
ritories with the people from other States. It 
came to pass, in tins state ot the case, that Ken- , 
tuckv discarded her own son and abandoned her 
rights, and took off her own civic garments and 
clothed herself in sackcloth and ashes, and went 
forth in the train of her Northern superiors, cry- 
ing "uiu-lean, unc t in." 

I tell you, my countrymen, there is not a slave 
holding Stale in this Union will do this thing — 
Il is folly to believe it. When the voice of Ken 
tuckv shall bo heard upon the gale, her mountains 
will be vocal and her valleys ring with the cry 
of Union anil Equality — Equality lorever. She 
cannot be persuaded to indifference. Her free- 
men are intelligent and spirited, and they under- 
stand what this proposition means. The. know 
the Supreme Court has dei i led that Congress has I 
no constitutional power to pass a law prohibiting I 
them Irom going up >n the public domain with 
their property, as a citizen ol a free State goes 
there with his property They will stand by that 
decisiou, for we all argued that such was the law 
of our case before the court decided it. The Re ; 
publicans m is say they care nothing tor the de- | 
cision, and will nut lespect the court; we believe 
thev will not be able to execuce their threats, and ' 
we will, at anv time, wait for lliem to attempt it. 
But wheu Mr. Douglas preaches to us that, 
though Congress cannot bar M from he Territo | 
ries, it can create an instrumentality which cao 
and will keep us out, or will render our properly 
useless it we do go in, our people are not so stu- 
pid as to swallow what he offers, nor will they I 
stand snentlv by and see him mike a stile ol the 
case which will enable him to say hereafter they 
dal Dot accept his doctrine as the true measure of 
their rights. 

Ah! bui methitiks I hear some one ask why we | 
will not stand bv Bell and Eveie't under their pa- | 
tri tic motto, "The Union, the Constitution, and 
the enforcement ol the laws?" I answer lor my 
sell: because a question has been raised anions 
us which their platturm does not solve, and which I 
would leave us open to misinterpretation an I fu- i 
ture misrepresentation. If the Douglas Demo 
' crals, who advocate Squatter Sovereignty, finding 
themselves in a minority, shall fuse with the B.ll 
and Everett mid to defeat Breckinridge, their 
only object in doing so will be. In give an appear- I 
ance to the result as having decided the question, , 
I on which Mr. Breckinridge is put up, against our ! 
I view of the equality to which our people are en i 
titled in the Territories. Under ordinary circuni J 
j stances Bell and Everett would m ike a mo-t re- 
spectable combination — under ordinary circum- 
stances, the opposition to Democracy would -us 
tain it even on the b oad generality which the 
Constitutional Union party has launched as suffi 
cienl and best tor the lime-.

theevent of k vacancy occurring or existing in either 
of said offices, it should be filled in the same man- 
ner as is above provided, at tho next ensuing annual 
election; but the Commander-in-Chief shall havo 
authority to order a special election to fill such va- 
cancy." 

Tho object* of the abovo sections of the law are, 
firstl>, to obtain a full enrollment of tho entire* Mili- 
tia of the Stale, with a view of enabling tho Adju- 
tant General to make a complctoreturn tothe gener- 
al government, as a basis on which to draw our fuil 
quoin of arms; and, secondly, toprovide, by the elec- 
tion of proper officers in every eounty. for a complete, 
qrgaoiuitipn of the Enrolled Nlilitia into companies, 
battalions, and regiments. The assessors wdl use 
every moans to make their lists as complete as possi- 
ble; and the county clerks are desired to m.iko their 
returns to my office as soon as practicable after en- 
rollment. The actual nuudu r of persons enrolled, 
aud not the names, will be reported by the county- 
clerks to my offiee. 

■Section - of Article IV makes it the .special duty of 
the Adjutant General to see that the "offices of 
i Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel in each r-gimental 
j district shall be constantly filled." In obedience to 
i this injunction. 1 therefore call the attention of tho 
proper civil officers to Section f. Article II, herein 
quoted. A column will be opened in the poll books

BY direction of the Governor of the State, I here- 
b call the attention of the commandants of ex- 
isting military companies, organized under the old 
law, to the following provisions of the new Military 
Law. to-wit: 

"$-5. Within ninety days after tbejMMM of this 
act every existing military company whieh has been 
furnished with State arms shall conform to the re- 
quirements ot this aet which relate to mustering 
new companies into the State Guard: but it shall not. 
bo an absolute requisite that such companies shall 
, Iwive the full strength required for new companies, 
or that the members of such c-mpanies shall be 
eighteen > enr* of a^_. The commanding officer under 
: ih>* pnyatffll organization of sueh companies shall 
1 make out a statement of all arms, equipments, and 
puMie property in possession of the company and of 
ii* plumbers, arid submit the same to tho eounty 
j mlge, who, if he deem it expedient^ shall indorse on 
MM statement that it is with his sanction that said 
arm* and equipments are held by said company; after 
which indorsement the arms and equipments so de- 
scrTbed shall be charged against such county* in like 
manner as if th •> had been issued as provided in 
i'jiscs of new companies mustered into the service 
tinder this act. '1 ho statement id' arm", thus indors- 
ed, together with the commander's report of the 
strength of the company, shall be transmit ted to tlie 
inspector general, who shall cau.-c the company to bo 
mustcied into the State Guard, aud the election oi 
officers to take place iu (be _auiu manner as is pro- 
vMetl for a new company. 

"^Sti. Should any existing company fail, within 
the required time, to comply with the above pro- 
scribed conditions, it. shall be considered as disband- 
ed; and it shall be the duty of the couuty attorney, 
or the Commonwealth's attorney for the district in 
which such disbanded company existed, on the rep- 
resentation of any officer ol tho Aciive Mititia, to 
take the necessary legal steps to obtain the restitu- 
t ion ol the >tato arms and other property which had 
been issued for ihe use of sueh company. 

"V27. After tho expiration of ninety days from the 
passage of this act. no person who is not n member 
of the Aetive Militia, shall retain or have in his pos- 
session, at any time, arms or military equipments be- 
longing to the State, unless they have been properly- 
issued to sueh person in pursuance of law. anil he 
shall be permii ted b> proper authority to retain the 
same in the discharge of a public duty; and no per- 
son, whether of the Active Militia or not, shall use 
iiny public arin« or equipments f°r his private use; 
under the penally, in either of thcahovo eases, of not 
less than five dollars for each offense, to be recovered 
before a justice of the peace, on information by tho 
county attorney; or in the case of a member of the 
Active Militia, it may be recovered by seutencc uf a 
court martial. 

**$.88. No public arm* or equipments of any kind 
shall hereafter be issued to any person not member* 
of the Aetive Militia, except in time of war, insur- 
rection, or public danger so imminent that the com- 
:n inder-in-ehief sh ill consider that the public
